WAS  l>a)IAN  CHIEF 
Jason  Allard  was  hereditary  chief 
of  the  Oowichan  nation.  His  mother 
was  the  ddest  sister  of  the  great 
King  rehaoWa,  who  was  aiipreme 
head  of  the  Oowlohan  ooofMeracy. 
which  inetaded  native  tribes  from 
victoria  to  Oomox  and  tip  the  Fraser 
River  &s  far  aa  Yale.  Descent  and 
inheritance  among  the  Coast  In- 
dian-s  was  maritllncal,  and  conse- 
quently Jason  was  regairled  under 
old  Indian  law  as  the  rightful  suc- 
cessor to  King  T'sho.shia.  As  such 
he  was  venerated  and  acclaimed  by 
Indians,  who  often  urged  him  to 
forsalco  the  white  man  and  come 
and  live  with  them;  which  be  con 
sistently  refused  to  do. 

His  father  was  the  son  of  a  noted 
Queijec  notary,  who  achieved  Just 
fame  in  the  service  of  the  Hudson'.s 
Bay  Company  as  a  trader  and  fort 
builder.  He  located  Fort  Yale  and 
Fort  Hope;  was  one  of  the  builders 
of  the  fur-trading  establislunent  at 
Boise,  Idaho,  and  served  for  a  time 
at  Fort  Vancouver  undw  the 
John  licLouglilln. 

REMARKABLE  MBMOBT 
Posse.s.sed  of  a  lively  interest  In 
ciurent  events,  Jason  Allard  had  a 
most    remarkable    memory,  being 
aUe  to  recall  minute  details  of 
events  that  had  taken  place  three 
quarters  of  a  century  aga  From 
Indians  who  had  encountered  the 
first  white  aqdorers  he  had  ob- 
tained  firsthand   Information  of 
fhelr  oomlng,  and  so  the  whole  his 
tory  of  British  Coliunbla  had  passed 
in  review  before  him  in  his  long  life. 
Gifted  with  a  keen  sense  of  himior 
a  rare  IntelllRenre  and  generous  dis- 
position, he  was  a  favorite  with  all 
who  were  Mforad  wtth  his  ■ulpHiit 
ance. 

WAS  PBBPABDfO  BOOK 
Be  was  a  flaant  writer  and  often 
eentrflrated  artieiee  of  htstorlc  value 
to  the  daily  press.  Be  had.  in  col- 
laboration with  a  friend,  been  en 
gaged  on  a  biography.  Fortunately 
for  the  records  of  Briti.sh  Columbia 
the  main  worlt  had  advsiued  so  far 
that  It  may  be  completed.  One  of 
bis  last  endeavors  was  to  write,  in 
his  own  copperplate  style  of  hand- 
writing, a  preface  to  the  work. 

Jaaon  Allard  Is  surrtvad  by  two 
sons  and  two  daughters.  One  of  the 
sons  waa  seriously  Injured  not  long 
sgo.    Two  other  sons  gave  their 

lives  as  a  sacrifice  to  the  cause  of 
Empire  in  the  Great  War. 

The  funeral  services  will  be  con 
ducted  under  the  au-sjiices  of  Native 
Sons  of  British  Columbia,  New 
Westminster  and  Fort  Langley 
Posts.  Interment  win  prohaMji  be 
made  at  l\>rt  Langley.

Haaa  OtM  Allard.  ivt  reminded  how  close 
we  are  to  the  beginning  of  our  civilization  and 
MtUement  In  British  Columbia.  Mr.  Allard  waa 
ttom  In  1848  At  Fort  Langley.  It  was  then  an 
Important  fur  trading  establishment  of  the 
Hudson*  Bay  Cohipany.  Victoria  had  been 
ottoMlOhOfl  only  Ihrt  yo«rs  before.  There  was  no 
Crown  authority  In  the  Western  wilderness  at 
that  date.  The  law  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Com- 
pany's eowMll  WM  panuBovBl 

Mr.  Allard  was  born  at  a  t|ai#  when  there 
were  not  more  than  three  hundMd  persons  with 
white  blood  in  their  TtlBs  In  what  Is  now  British 
Columbia.  He  saw  the  country  develop  to  a 
pdnt  where  ^e  population  numbered  689,20U. 
Be  saw  the  Indian  dugont  five  way  to  the  row- 
hoatt  the  sailboat,  the  paddlewheel  steamer,  the 
jHff5|f>n  palatial  means  of  water  transport  and 
flft^By  the  airplane.  Similarly  be  iMtBeseed  the 
narrow  bush  trail  develop  Into  a  wagon  road  for 
the  use  of  pack  ponies;  widened  for  vehicles 
end  finally 

All  our  Institutions. 

In  the  changing  scenes  that  he  observed  in 
Ml  elihty-foiir  years'  residence  in  British 
Columbia,  Mr.  Allard  played  an  Important  part. 
Sir  James  Douglas  was  his  patron.  Chief  Justice 
BegMe  mm  hto  friend  and  utlUaed  hla  knowledge 
of  the  Indian  language.  He  served  as  guide  and 
Interpreted  for  the  Royal  Engineers,  and  took  a 
p«t  la  the  tradlnt  actlvltlee  of  the  Hudson  s 
Bay  Company.  He  explored  for  years  the  moun- 
tainous regions  of  British  Columbia  for  passes 
•attablt  for  railway  tralldinf .  and  finally,  in  hts 
old  ace»  sacrificed  his  competence  in  order  that 
hli  iona  might  serve  the  Empire's  cause  overseas. 

During  his  latter  years  Mr.  Allard  made  no 
Insignificant  contribution  to  the  written  records 
of  British  Columbia  history.  He  was  working  at 
the  time  of  his  death  on  farther  aeconnli  of 
history  as  he  had  seen  It  imfolded.  It  Is  fortun- 
ate Indeed  that  his  notes  were  so  complete,  for 
this  valuable  information  will  not  be  lost  to  the

Reffrettable  as  It  pay  be  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  power  of  a  League  of  Nations  to  promote 
mtemaftkmal  poaee,  thai  IioagtM  must  be  credited 
with  failure  In  alleviating  the  differences  that 
prevail  between  China  and  Japan.  It  has,  in 
Other  irordi^  proved  hnpotoit  In  the  flnt  en- 
tanglement that  has  arisen  for  its  ronsldrr- 
atton  in  which  a  first  class  Power  was  Involved. 
lyiliMlu  ft  W  fafiad  bae  been  In  Ita  caneoptlon 
that  Japan'a  attitude  in  Manchuria  has  been  due 
to  territorial  aggression.  That  governed  its 
demand  that  Ji^aa  tfioald  Ofnetiate  the  occupied 
territory  befort  eatorlnf  Into  peace  negotiations 
with  China. 

Territorial  aggression  is  not  the  purpose  of 
Japan  In  Manchuria.  That,  province  is  Chinese 
because  it  was  won  from  Russia  by  Japan.  The 
eauaes  of  Japanese  military  occupation  of  Man- 
churia at  the  present  time  are:  Chinese  failure 
to  recognize  treaties  to  which  ^abe  affixed  her 
signature;  her  failure  to  respect  the  rights  of 
aliens  sanctioned  by  treaty;  her  Inability  to  ex- 
ercise the  duty  of  a  State  to  protect  the  rights 
of  aliens. 

Some  faeta  rofaidlng  the  Japaneae  attitude  in 

Manchuria  have  been  made  public  by  M.  Hlkolchl 
Motoyama,  the  president  of  the  Osalui  Malnlchl 
and  the  Tokio  Mebl-nlehl  newspaper  companies. 
He  explains  that  China  borrowed  huge  sums 
from  Japan  to  build  railways  in  Manchuria.  The 
oMmt  mipald  la  160,000,000  yen;  while,  aa  weU. 
there  are  various  other  debts  amounting  to 
145,000,000  yen.  China  has  shown  no  Intention 
Of  paybif.  Sbo  baa  denied  Japaiieee  naldents  of 
Maadrarla  flghta  Ihst  were  legally  granted,  such 
••  treedom  of  toiMenoe  and  liberty  to  lease  and 
pmvhaao  hnd  for  foroitry  and  mtning  pwpooes." 
She  has  or|aiilBod  and  enoovfagod  oonunental 
boycots. 

A  generation  ago  Manchuria  was  a  bandlt- 

hlfested  wllderne.ss.  Japan  has  made  the  province 
industrially  prosperous.  While  China  proper  was 
engaged  in  internecine  strife  the  popolatlmi  of 
Mant  hiiria  has  increased  from  MOOtOOO  to  30,- 
000,000.  Most  o{  the  neweogBOgf  tbkn  ire  Chinese. 
In  fact  nearly  all,  and  that  thet  llhouid  have 
settled  in  Manchuria  and  enjnyod  tho  advuntageji 
of  tiring  there,  Is  due,  according  to  M.  Motoyama, 
to  the  Paz  Japonlca.  Japan  has  invested  ^,800.- 
000,000  yen  in  the  province  and  the  earnings  go 
largely  to  the  Chinese  for  labor.  M.  Motoyama 
aays  that  despite  the  fact  the  land  was  won  for 
China  with  Japanese  blood,  "the  Chinese  not  only 
obstruct  development  but  try  to  rob  the  Japanese 
of  fheir  rights  by  enacting  unreasonable  hiws,  by 

refOMng  ]u.stlrp,  by  Inciting  the  population  to 
▼lolance,  by  unfair  competition,  by  spreading 
false  reports,  liy  orgmMaf  hooHlo  wovomenu. 
and  by  systematic  foreign  teaching  tn  schools." 

For  some  years  past  Japfun.  seeing  a  China 
*orn  asunder  by  Internal  war,  has  not  known  to 
whom  to  appeal  to  ri^klKlHii wrongs  In  Man- 
churia. She  has  seen  sowr^lBty  at  Nanking  a 
bone  of  contention  between  the  Cantohese  and 
the  war  lords.  "Whosoever. '  say  M  Motoyama, 
"accuses  Japan  of  aggraarton  must  look  beneath 
the  surface.  There  tiMy  wlA  tmd  a  auhteiranean 
river  of  exasperation  and  profO«atlua.  Until  this 
.st  ream  is  discovered  the  orMi  la  not  intelligible 
If  China  is  a  state  at  all  It  ta  aa  abnormal  one 
and  must  be  treated  as  such,  with  all  respect 
for  the  T.engue,  we  are  afraid  it  niay  be  teaching 
the  world  Uiat  disregard  for  treaty  rights  Is  ex- 
OOOable;  further,  that  any  behavior  by  any  nation 
to  another,  however  provocative,  in  allowable  so 
long  as  swords  are  not  drawn  and  guns  arc  not 
tf^i.

Woodhouse.  Professor  of  Astronomy 
for  a  period  last  century  at  Cam- 
bridge University,  wrote  truth  when 
he  w  rote  that  Copemican  astronomy 
could  not  prove  its  case.

.statement  made  in  the  third  sec- 
tion of  last  Sunday's  Colonist  und»  r 
the  heading  "Duke  of  CanibrldKe 
Thought  the  Devil  Wa.s  in  the 
Machine."  to  the  eHect  that  in  tiie 
early  ninetiss  the  first  Sdlson  pho- 
nograph was  brought  to  Bngland. 

In  1878  I  was  a  pupil  at  a  private 
scliool  at  Brighton.  England,  at  the 
same  time  as  William  and  Arthur 
Preece,  sons  of  the  late  Sir  Wiillani 
Preece,  then  postotlice  eleOtrMan  to 
tbe  JBngllsh  Oovertunent. 

Btr  Wimam  Preece  gave  us  a 
lecture  on  the  phonograph  and  pro- 
duced a  machine  Into  Which  the 
headmaster  spoke  "Oreek"  and  the 
head  boy  of  the  school  "Latin."  The 
reproduction  was  crude,  but  the 
articulation  was  intelligible.  The 
lecturer  stated  that  the  Edison 
machine  only  reproduced  vague 
sounds,  but  that  he  himself  liad 
made  Improvements  which  had  en- 
abled the  machine  to  articulate. 
Prom  this  It  would  seem  that  a 
Welskaian,  and  not  an  American, 
invented  the  first  -speaking"  pho- 
nograph.

Perhaps  In  these  brief  sketches 
on  Vienna  political  personalities 
oae  should  add  a  word,  falling  the 
aaaoe  for  three  more  articles,  on 
tflo  three  great  SoelaUst  loaders.
